SEASON'S RAINFALL 
FALLING OFF FAST 








Now that rains of the past few | 


days are beyond the 24-hour limit 
imposed by military censorship, 
rainfall of the storm up to Sat- 
urday can be told, and it reached 
the figure of .97 inch, bringing the 
season’s rainfall to 14.21 inches 
to date as of Monday. Daily rain- 
fall figures accounted for .03 inch 
on Thursday, with .94 inch on Fri- 
day and Friday night, 

Rainfall for this year is said 
to be considerably below normal 
at this time, in view of the fact 
that April is the last month of 7 
rainy season during which ae | 
considerable amount of rain can 
be expected. As a rule, May rain- 
fall is very light, and that for 
June is negligible. 

So rainfall for the year now 
stands at 14.21 inches to date as 


‘compared with an average yearly 


rainfall of 22.60 inches. Annual 
rainfall for 1942 bids to fall be- 
low normal, as April rains rare- 
ly average as much as three inch- 
es. Rainfall last year at this 
time was 40.47, then the largest 
rainfall in 50 years, and went on 
to 42.40 inches for the year. It 
appears doubtful that this year’s 
rainfall will attain even half of 
last year’s record precipitation.
